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LL over the United States on Friday 

September 1, 1939, people were 
making plans for the long Labor Day 
weekend. And all over Europe people 
were making plans for what looked like 
the second World War. 

Der Tag had arrived for the second 
time in 25 years. Germany was march- 
ing again, this time against Poland- 
although for six months Britain and 
France had cried that a German war 
against Poland would mean an Allied 
war against Germany. 

In excuse, Germany charged that the 
Poles had violated the frontier, had per- 
secuted Germans, had turned down de- 
mands for Danzig and a road to East 
Prussia 

The Germans have a word for what 
happened beginning at 45 minutes past 
midnight that day. It's blitzkrieg—light- 
ning war. The map at the left gives the 
general idea. Sixty divisions (10,000 to 
12,000 men each) struck from three 
sides. To oppose them the Poles had 40 
divisions. Moving amazin gly fast 
through river valleys and along rail- 
roads and highways, the main force.out- 
flanked the Poles, preventing them from 
establishing defense lines along the east- 
ern banks of the main rivers. To lead 
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the way, German air fleets bombed air- 
dromes, ammunition depots, railroads 
and highways—and cities. 

In less than three weeks Germany had 
complete victory assured. Any expecta- 
tion that the Poles could hold out in the 
eastern marshes ended when the Red 
army marched in, ostensibly to protect 
the Russian minorities. Polish leaders 
fled, established a government-in-exile 
in France. German casualties, Hitler 
announced, were 10,752 dead, 33,73 
wounded or missing. The Germans 
claimed 840,000 prisoners 

Six months after the war started. the 
new partition of Poland was still un- 
certain. The map shows the new boun- 
daries on the basis of best available in- 
formation. Rus: split her share be- 
tween two Soviet republics. Germany 
annexed certain territory and set a gov- 
ernor-general over the rest, known as 
the “Governor-General’s Area,”

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‘TBR days after Germany invaded Poland. the Allies deciared 
war—September 3, 1939 Breathlessly the world waited for 
news of bombing raids and of battles along the western front 
The news did not come 
Instead came reports that the French were Cautiously ad- 
vancing from the Maginot line—and that the Nazis counted on the 
Siegfried line to stop them. The French actually did invade Ger- 
many, in the Saarbruecken area, apparently in the hdpe of fright- 
ening Hitler into withdrawing troops from Poland But the Polish 
war was over in three weeks, and on October 16 the French with- 
drew to the international border 2 
All the fighting had been in the No Man's Land between the 
lines, and there hadn't been much of it—on December 27 France 
1 losses at only 1,434. Reconnaissance flights, patrol 
movements, and artillery action added up to a quiet winter 
Now, winter's end puts the western front back into the spot 
light it held when the war began. The keys to the front are the 
fortified lines. This map gives a picture of their location 
What happens to them may determine the whole course of the 
war. In fact, their very existence may be the No. I reason why for 
the last six months the war has been largely. an economic one— 
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with most of the action taking place at sea. For military men agree 
that the attacker would have to sacrifice hundreds of thousands of 
men to break through. 

The lines are anywhere from 5 to 40 miles deep, depending upon 
the terrain. Where the ground is high and rough, the line usually is 
narrowest, because there nature aids the defender. 

At its widest point a line has several zones of depth 

First come pillboxes, tank traps, and barbed wire. Pillboxes 
holding two or four men. are connected with each other by 
trenches. The front may be four miles deep. 

Then come blockhouse forts, perhaps 10 feet square, spaced four 
or six to a mile to a depth of perhaps 10 miles. These forts are con- 
nected with each other and the pillboxes by tunnels or trenches 

Next are the Secondary heavy defenses, spaced far apart but 
protected by guns having a 20-mile range.

The map shows the causes and approximate location 
of sinkings where known, In many cases, no details have been an- 
nounced. American ships steered clear of these and other belliger- 
ent waters by Congressional order. 
Most of the action occurred fairly close to the British Isles. For 
the war at sea was not so-'much a duel between navies as a fight 
by each side to keep its supply lines open and to close the other 
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Side’s. The British established convoy systems to protect their ship 
ping, and they set up patrols not only to keep the German navy at 
home but also to shut off Germany's trade. By submarines, planes 
surface raiders, and mines. the Germans tried to break the block- 
ade and establish one of their own 

Germans admitted overseas trade was at a standstill, but they, 
too, got in some heavy licks. They sank a British battleship at the 
Scapa Flow base, which Britain says she thereupon stopped using; 
sent an aircraft carrier to the bottom: damaged several other big 
warships, and scared England with a close-to-shore mine-laying 
campaign. To meet it. England built a new “east wall” of mines. 

British ship losses in 25 weeks totalled 196; French, 17; German, 
37; neutral, 175. During Germany's unrestricted submarine cam- 
paign in the last 21 months of the World War, Allied and neutral 
ships were sunk at three times that rate.

major concern the first six months. To live—let 
alone to hold her empire and to conduct a big-scale 
war—she must keep these lanes open.

In normal times they roll into Germany over nine major sup- 
ply lines.

Professor J. Anton de Haas, international relations expert of 
Harvard University, says “Germany has already lost the war,” be- 
cause he believes her supply lines can not support her people. 

On the other hand John C. DeWilde and associates in the For- 
eign Policy Association point out that Germany's economy has 
been much more efficiently organized for war, despite shortages. 
than either the British or French, and that the German govern- 
ment has undoubtedly accumulated large stocks of the more 
strategic war materials.

ILITARY men predicted that an important part of the new 
conflict would be fought at sea. They were right. They pre- 
dicted also that an important, perhaps decisive, part would be 
fought in the air. But it wasn’t—not during the first few months. 
And that was probably the biggest surprise of this surprising war 
The German air force did play a starring role in the Polish war 
it quickly gained controi of the air, lesse ning the possibility that 
the Allies would send help. and it disorganized the defense by 
bombing concentration points and supply lines 

But in the “big” war the story was different. Britain started 
things by bombing German naval bases “successfully, she said— 
the day after war was declared. Six weeks later German planes 
bombed vessels at the Rosyth and Scapa Flow bases, and Britain 
admitted some damage. The biggest battle the first half year was 
fought near Helgoland, December 18. Germany claimed she shot 
down 36 planes; Britain asserted she last only seven. 

The Allies and the Germans made many other flights over each 
other's territory, but mostly to take pictures or to drop propa- 
ganda. German planes fiew over Paris, and Allied planes reached 
Berlin and Vienna. Both sides displayed photographs of fortifica- 
tions they had snapped and of planes and pilots they had shot down 
But the war in the air was on an amazingly small scale compared 
with what had been expected—Britain put her personnel losses 
for five and a half months at only 663 dead or missing. 

Nevertheless, the first half year did bring one outstanding de- 
velopment—air warfare against shipping. In November Germany 
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used planes to sow mines in the Thames estuary, and early this 
year she set up an aerial blockade along the British coast. In 25 
weeks of war, German planes sank 30 ships, half of them after 
January 1. And Britain claimed she had used planes successfully 
against submarines. 


Experts offered many reasons besides the bad weather for Ger- 
many’s failure to send the expected waves of bombers against 
Britain. One was that she needed to feel out Britain's triple defense 
line, pictured here—the water patrol by planes and ships, the 
mobile anti-aircraft units along the east coast, and the defenses 
around industrial areas. Another was that bombers weren't very 
effective unless accompanied by swarms of swift fighter planes to 
protect them—and neither Germany nor the Allies had enough 
fighters with sufficient range Perhaps the most important reason 
was the certainty that mass bombings would be replied to in kind 


As the end of winter brought better bombing weather, military 
experts guessed Germany might have 6,000 first line planes, and 
Britain 4,000. But they pointed out that what really counts in war- 
time is quality—and rate of production. British and French pro- 
duction, coupled with purchases from the United States, is believed 
to equal German production, perhaps exceed it. As for superiority 
in the air due to the quality of fighting machines, the World War 
proved that the introduction of new models can shift it from one 
country to another almost overnight. The action during the first 
six months of this war indicated that one side’s planes were about 
as good as the other’s.

What's going to happen to the Balkans? 

For from time immemorial they have been the path of conquest 

from Europe east and Asia west. They were the birthplace of 
the World War and the scene of some of its most decisive battles 
And historians and strategists wondered how they could hope to 
stay out of another big fight 

Recent-events make the question more important than ever 

The trouble lies not only in where the Balkans are but what 
they are. The discovery of oil in Rumania at the turn of the cen- 
tury and the introduction of modern farming methods made the 
Balkans important as a fuel tank and a bread basket—especiall.

Rumania this past half year has been on the hottest spot

The war resulted in renewed pressure on Rumania from her 
neighbors, too. Hungary wants territory it lost after the World 
War. and so does Bulgaria.

Nations Established 
By Treaty 


The “rubber” boundaries 
of European nations under- 
lie the current war 

The Europe of 1919 was 
a different Europe from 
that of 1914, even as the 
Europe of today is different 
from that of recent months 

In 1919 at Versailles, 
after the World War, the 
allies stretched and com- 
pressed national boundaries 
into different shapes in an 
effort to solve once and for 
all the racial differences 
which had plagued Europe. 
for centuries 

Nine new nations were 
created — Czecho-Slovakia, 
Austria, Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Finland and Fo- 
land. The first four na- 
tions were carved out of 
Austria-Hungary, which 
also lost pieces to Italy and 
Poland. 

Serbia became Yugoslay- 
ia and was enlarged to in- 
clude Croatia and Slavonia, 
Bosnia, Dalmatia, Herze- 
govina and part of Monte- 
negro, thus becoming the 
kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. Al- 
bania also was enlarged at 
the expense of Montenegro. 

The total number of 
states in Europe was raised 
by these partitions from 20 
to 27

To regain this as well 
as to wipe out the Polish 
Corridor- and regain Dan- 
zig, which was made a 
Free City under supervision 
of the League of Nations, 
was Hitler’s alleged aim in 
sending his armies into 
Poland 

Germany lost another 
manufacturing region when 
she ceded Alsace-Lorraine 
to France after the war. lt 
contains iron and coal 
mines and manufactures 
cotton, wool, silks, chemi- 
cals, glass and paper. 

Austria-Hungary before 
the war represented almost 
a perfect economic unit— 
Hungary providing a mar- 
ket tor Austria’s manufac- 
tured goods and Austria 
absorbing the agricultural 
products of Hungary 

By breaking up ine Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire into 
small states, the ailies also 
shattered this reciprocal 
trade and set up barriers 
in the form ot national 
boundaries.

ARTILLERY SIMULTANEOUSLY. 


Sometimes the bombardier wonders if the antiaircraft 
artillery people are planning for the next war or for the l 
war. This doubt is aroused by apparent concern over achieving 
and coordinating simultaneous ettacks by antiaircraft artiller 
and pursuit aviation. 

In the last war when we bombardiers were attacked 
by hostile pursuit there resulted air combat between 
.30-caliber machine guns. Hostile pursuit learned that it was 
necessary to dive down, bore-in on us, fire 
ranges with their relatively short range eo0-caliber ma 
guns, and then zoom away. We learned that tightly massed 
bombardment airplanes permitted the flexible 
a great volume of fire from our own short range 
machine guns. Under those circumstances this defens was 
effective acainst the "dive and zoom, boring-in" pursuit

Observers From Laos, 
S. Vietnam, Taiwan, 
S. Korea Present 


General Tanom Kittikachorn, 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Defense, performed the cere. 
mony of launching the SEATO 
exercise, Operation Wayubut, 
this morning at Army Confer- 
ence Hail. He said, in part: 

“I hope that our joint effort 
in this field will be most beneficial 
to us, the SEATO member countries, 
not only in the pursuit of our com- 
mon goal of peace and security in 
this part of the world but also in the 
promotionof close relationshipamong 
our forces. The main purpose of this 


exercise is only to increase the effec- 
tiveness of our joint defense of the 
Treaty Area. Neither aggressive 
nor provocative act is intended.” 
General Jira Vichitsonggram, Thai 


Military Adviser to SEATO, in- 
troducing Air Chief Marshal Tha- 
wee Chulasah, Director of the Exer- 
cise, said, in part 

“As a result of all previously com- 
bined operation exercises, it is ob- 
vious, without doubt, that not only 
the relationship among ‘SEATO na- 
tions has been tightened and mutual 
understanding promoted, but also 
the military forces of the member 
nations have become strong defensive 
forces of outstanding combat effec- 
tiveness, thus consolidating founda- 
tions for peaceful security of the 
countries in Southeast Asia.” 

Besides armed forces officers of 
SEATO nations, military observers 
from South Vietnam, Laos, Taiwan 
and Sonth Korea were present at 
the cpening ceremony.

We approach the consideration of the final type objective 
with considerable relish, although there has been more opposition to 
the effectiveness of bombs on naval vessels than on any other type 
objective. Our relish is perhaps traceable to the fact that we have 
specific proof of the correctness of our statements which follow. 


Our point in this discussion is that demolition bombs, 
properly placed, have the power and effect to destroy the usefulness 
of any naval vessel. We differ with General Mitchel only in the con- 
ception of the desired degree of destruction. Where he used the word 
"sink" we substitute the phrase "effect a material reduction in the 
combat effectiveness or navigation efficiency, or both." 


As "Naval Vessels Lighter than Cruisers", your text and your 
Reference Data both list Submarines, Destroyers, Transports, Supply 
Vessels, and Airplane Carriers. There is no doubt in any circles that 
the first two, Submarines and Destroyers can have their combat and 
navigation effectiveness eliminated. In fact, there is no doubt that 
Submarines and Destroyers can be sunk by direct or close along-side 
hits by 100-lb. bombs. Yet in these tables the 300-15. bomb is listed 
as the proper size for such objectives. The reason for this apparent 
use of “too large a bomb" lies partially in a desire for conservative 
statements and partially in the trend in bombardment airplane design 
whereby almost as many 300-l1b. bombs as 100-lb. bombs may be carried 
with the same fuel load. The statement that 300=lb. (not 100-lb.) 
bombs with delay fuzes are highly effective against the Submarine and 
Destroyer is not challenged. We will not take the time to exhibit 
proof of this universally accepted fact. 


Against the commercial freighter, liner or supply ship and 
troop transport, (SLIDE NO. 199.) the 300 lb. demolition bomb will 
penetrate decks, burst boilers, spring plates and otherwise reduce the 
usefulness of these relatively light vessels. 


It might even be universally granted that vessels of this 
type construction might have plates badly sprung by the water hammer 
effect of the detonation of a 300-15. bomb in the water along-side the 
vessel out as far as twenty feet. However, our only contention is that 
such a vessel can be reduced to a state of uselessness by 300-lb. 
bombs with delay-fuzes which strike the vessel itself, 


ta 
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Here is a recent operation in which 300-1b. demolition 
bombs were employed against a commercial freighter or supply ship 
type naval objective. This salvo represents the most precisely 
placed salvo of live bombs that I have ever seen. (SLIDE NO. 191.) 
Here the mushroom of explosion with the columns of water thrown into 
the air completely cover the Morgan Lewis. 


Let me emphasize the point that bombing accuracy is not 
included in this lecture. Do not infer that this degree of accuracy 
can be expected every trial, every other trial or once in ten times. 
Today we are concerned with the effect of bombs. The slides have 
been selected to show the effect of bombs. Successive slides fre- 
quently show successive hits. There may have been ten "misses" 
between the hits, of which no reference is made. In later conferences 
we will examine the limitations imposed by the problem of obtaining 
these hits, Under the subject of Bombing Probabilities you will 
investigate bombing accuracy in detail. Today we investigate the 
effectiveness of the bomb after it has hit or missed. As a matter 
of interest, this remarkable salvo does happen to be the first and 
only bombing in this operation. 


(SLIDE NO. 192.) Here we see the results of this 300-1». 
bomb salvo. The hull of the Morgan Lewis has been broken in two and 
she is.sinking rapidly. 


(SLIDE NO. 193.) The shreds holding this shattered hulk 
together give way. The debris in this circle are small pieces of a 
merchant vessel or supply ship, the navigation efficiency of which 
has been materially reduced by the 300-1b. demolition bomb with delay 
fuze. 


No discussion of bombs and merchant vessels can be complete 
without reference to the operations against the Mt. Shasta and the 
valueble information obtained in that operation. A number of points 
were proved in the operations against the Shasta in 1933, not the 
least of which was the power of the press when represented by a 
group of seasick newspaper reporters aboard the small craft of the 
United States Navy. 


The Mt. Shasta was the steel Imll of the supply or transport 
type constructione She was stripped of equipment and, of course, 
with no cargo. It was believed that she approached the unanchored 
objective since she drew only 7 to 1l feet of water. It was, there- 
fore, decided to employ instantaneous fuzes against this steel shell 
riding so high upon the sea. As a test and for target practice, the 
great majority of bombs were 100-1b. bombs, all with instantaneous 
fuzese 


While these bombs with instantaneous fuzes did effect the 
desired degree of destruction, in putting the vessel in sinking 
condition, it was found that the instantaneous fuzes produced far 
less immediate effect than had previously been determined in the 
bombing with delay-fuzes of the Virginia Capes in 1921 and 1923. 


This test then has proved that the tamped effect of the 
delay-action fuze with the 300-lb. bomb is desired against similar 
navel objectives. 


Incidental demonstrations in connection with this test were, 
on the first attempt to reach the objective, graphic proof of an Air 
Corps need for training, resulting in current GHQ emphasis on naviga- 
tion training and search missionse 
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On the second mission there was eloquent testimony that a 
properly trained bombardment organization is indoctrinated with the 
will to reach the objective regardless of terrain and flying condi- 
tions, 


As we pick naval combat vessels - carriers, cruisers and 
battleships - we find construction of increasing ruggedness. Doubt 
as to the effectiveness of bombs against these targets has srisen 
at various stages in their consideration. This doubt has grown to 
such proportions as the most rugged objective is reached - that 
authorities such as the Honorable Mr. Josephus Daniels, have expressed 
very positive conviction that, at least, the sturdiest naval vessel 
{s impregnable to the heaviest bomb. 

The following sequence of photographs is submitted to instill 
in you, the unshakable conviction that demolition bombs have the power 
and effect to destroy the navigation or combat efficiency of any naval 
objective, We deal with the sturdiest objective, yet we do not employ 
the heaviest bomb. 


(SLIDE NO. 150). Here is the battleship Indiana upon which 
some activity by the company which started to scrap her, is already 
evident. However, the photographs indicate that the main deck is 
still intact. 


(SLIDE NO. 151.) A demolition bomb with delay-fuze strikes 
the Indiana, 


(SLIDE NO. 152.) This fire-control tower has been cleanly 
cut at the base by the blast of the bomb. 


(SLIDE NO. 93.) In this sequence, we inspect the 
(SLIDE NO. 55.) effect of this bomb down through 
(SLIDE NO. 56.) four decks, Standing on the fourth 


(SLIDE NO. 57.) deck and finding no cover over our 
heads we are inclined to give a quick affirmative answer to the 
question, “Has this demolition bomb materially reduced the combat 
efficiency of this battleship?" We should not be too hasty in our 
answer, as this is an obsolete battleship. She was designed to with- 
stand the shock of guns no larger than ten inches, perhaps, while 
today's battleships must face 16-inch gunfire. Perhaps the fact that 
her magazines were empty end her boilers were cold do not offset her 
ages On this fourth deck - I remind you that we have no proof that 
the demolition bomb can cut steel bridge girders - the steel you see 
cut, tangled, and twisted here is a portion of a structure desi ged 
to stand the shock of high explosive armor-piercing shell. The bridge 
members are designed for no such sudden localized stresses. 


(SLIDE NO. 51.) The Alabama is another obsolete battleship, 
She lies helpless with no power to make herself a moving target. If 
she were moving, the problem of the bomber would be effected by an 
increase or a decrease of the relative motion of the target with 
respect to the bomb sight. If she were moving, there would be high 
pressure in her boilers. 

(SLIDE No. 52.) The Alabama was struck by 300-lb. 

(SLIDE NO. 95.) bombs both at night end in daylight. 


(SLIDE NO. 92.) An examination of the results obtained 
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by using this bomb, fer too small a bomb, according to our tables, 
may reveal that even it may affect the efficiency of the vessel. 


(SLIDE NO. 53) This view indicates that the 300-lb. bombs 
dropped in the daytime had a visible effect on the deck and that the 
night attack left its mark here amidships. 

(SLIDE NO. 84.) As we inspect the damage done by the 

(SLIDE NO. 96.) 300-lb. bombs, we may again reach too 

(SLIDE NO. 9h.) - hasty a conclusion - for it appears that 
there was considerable damage effected by these relatively weak bombs 


on this obsolete battleship. 


(SLIDE NO. 58.) The proper size bomb to employ against 
the battleship is the 1100-1b. bomb, or : 


(SLIDE NO. 83.) 2000-lb. bombs. 


The effect on the structure of this ship also is not exactly known, 
as she sank before close-up photographs were takene 


(SLIDE NO. 99.) The New Jersey appears to be in reasonable 
good condition in this picture. You will remember that the New Jersey 
was one of the two target ships with four inches of protective deck 
armor. 

(SLIDE NO. 102.) These are two very interesting pictures of 

NO. 101.) the proper placing of a demolition bomb. 
true that this bomb is only half as large as we believe should 
used against a battleship but perhaps, good fortune has directed 

(SLIDE NO. 105.) its placement. 

We see the bomb has penetrated into the heart of the vessel and there 
detonated. You have read statements that this bonb did not penetrate 
this armored deck but fell through a man-hole or hatchway that was 
thoughtlessly left open. 


(SLIDE NO. 104.) ‘The specific damage done to effect a 
material reduction in her combat efficiency will never be known, because 


(SLIDE NO. 100.) she rolled over and sank before photosraphic 
(SLIDE NO. 103.) evidence could be obtained that, again, a 
bomb lighter than 2000 pounds has effected the desired dezree of 


destruction. 


(SLIDE NO. 2° The Virginia presents a trim appearence in 
this photograph. 


(SLIDE NO, 26.) Here are three excellent photographic 
(SLIDE NO. 27.) studies of the detonation of an 1100-lb. 
(SLIDE NO. 145.) bomb on the deck of the Virginia. You 

see the impact, the growth of the mushroom explosion and the appearance 


of the complete covering of the vessel. 


(SLIDE NO. 29.) The effects of that explosion are the

(SLIDE NO. 30.) most eloquent exhibit of the power and 
effect of the demolition bomb. What is blast effect? You see the 
answer. We know that blast effect is least effective in the open. 
We also know that the Virginia was almost 600 feet long and blast 
effect dissipates very rapidly with distance. Here is blast effect 
that would appeal to military minds with increasing interest from 
the time of Joshua into the distant future. 


But we are reminded of the fact that there was an obsolete 
battleship, not designed for modern conditions. Her total deck pro- 
tection was only four inches of armor. She was not bulk-headed and 
compartmented in the modern manner. 


NO. 33.) Another hit by an 1100-1b. bomb further

Kee When the Imperisl Germang Navy steemed into the Pattle of 
Jutland, e large proportion of her naval strength was concentreted 
in the First Bettle Squadron. This squadron consisted of eight 
dresdnovght battleships. Four of them were of the Westfalen class, 
ermed with 12-10-inch gunse The other four were the pride of the 
German Nevye They were Germany's newest Greadnoughts, armed with 
heavier guns than any other German ship aflost, capable of a speed 
of 23 knots and displecing 22,40 tons of water. Germany had only 
four of these ships. This four led the First Battle Squadron into 
action in this naval engagement. The first of these four dreadnought 
battleships, the flag ship of the heaviest battle squadron, was named 
the Ostfriesland. 


(SLIDE NO. 15.) She is the only dreadnought of modern con- 
struction thet has been attacked with large demolition bombs. Her 
construction is rugged. The size and location of her protective decks 
end the deteils of her double-hulled, conpartmented construction will 
be examined in AF-35 and 36-L later in the school yeare In the Battle 
of Jutland she steemed into a mine snd a lerge amount of high explosive 
Getonated in actual contact with her hull. The detonation was of 
considerable intensity since entries were made on logs of other ships 
to the effect "heavy explosion on Ostfriesland." ‘This explosion 
occurred in conditions of poor visibility on the night of May 31, 
while both navies were milling ih the fog ari confusion of battle. 

The effect of this mine caused the Ostfriesland to take aboard only 
LOO tons of water. Her navigation efficiency was not greatly reduced 
as she steamed into port under her own power. Her combat efficiency 
was unimpaired. 


(SLIDE NO. 16.) In 1921 the Ostfrieslend represented the 
latest type of dreadnought construction. At noon on July 2, an 
inspecting party cleared the ship. 


(SLIDE NO. 17.) At 12:21 PM, a 2000-lb. bomb 
a distance greater than 5 feet. 
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(SLIDF NO. 115.) At 12:26 she was hit by a 2000-1b. 
demolition bomb with delay-fuze. 


(SLIDE NO. 112.) At 12:29 another 2000-1b. bomb struck 
within the 45-5 foot effective zone sround the dreadnought. 


(SLIDE NO. 20.) During the intervel between 12:38 and 
(SLIDE NO. 21.) 12:39-3/) we see the Ostfriesland 


(SLIDE NO. 22.) presenting incontrovertible evidence 
thet the proper demolition bamb, properly placed, has the power and 
effect to reduce the combat effectiveness or the navigation efficiency, 
or both, of any naval objective. 


(SLIDE NO. 30.) Let us return to the Virginia to further 
examine blest effect with all its power. Here we do not have the 
tremendously increesed power obtained by tamping. We kmow that blast 
dissipates very quickly in the open. But we see the havoc it crestes 
while dissipating. If this vessel had had a bomb protective deck 
thick enough to arrest this bomb - protection much heavier than her 
four inches of armored deck - such a deck would heve been level with 
or below the water line. That. deck would heve reduced this damace 
not one iote. It might better be called a "boiler-room protective 
deck" than a “bomb protective deck", 


Note particularly the actuel blest on the most distant fire 
control tower. Imagine the effect of this power on the less tough 
steel of bridges or buildings. If an objective can be created that 
coulda withstend the blest of this 1100-lb. banb - coule it withstena 
twice this power in the 2000-lb. bomb? Does it not eppear much easier 
to design a lerger bomb than to design a bomb proof structure? 


We heve examined each class of the typical bombardment 
objectives. We believe thet evidence has been presented upon which 
you may base an honest conviction that the demolition bomb has the 
power and effect to destroy the usefulness of any objective known 
to exist. We believe that evidence has been presented thet the 
proper size bomb must be employed. You have seen thet too small or 
weak a bomb may have absolutely no effect upon an objective. You 
know that it would be uneconomical to use too large a bomb. You have 
seen that the bomb must be in the proper place when it detonates,. 


These conclusions lead us to the next subjects in this 
course with increased interest, The device by which the bomb may be 
pleced at that proper point when it detonates is discussed in the 
next period. The airplane which carries the bomb and the equipment 
which releases it are next discussed. Methods of bombing are explained 
and then a detailed study of bombing accuracy follows. These next 
nine hours are devoted to the tactics and technique whereby the full 
power of this demolition bomb may be applied upon the hostile objective. 


These conclusions lead directly to the statement thet the 
power of the demolition bomb imposes no limitation whatsoever upon 
the ebility of bombardment aviation to destroy objectives, whatever, 
wherever they may bee The demolition bomb has been examined. ‘The 
cornerstone has proved itself a firm foundation for the sir force 
structure that has been built upon it.

It was at about this time Friday, 
April 13, that U. S. forces had 
reached the suburbs of Berlin.

1. If the Russians were intent 
on taking Berlin, American lives 
could be saved, and meanwhile 
United States forces could ‘devote 
their time to mopping up behind 
the lines.

Berlin was to be Russian-occupied, 
and the United States has always 
stood by its military agreements. 

3. President Roosevelt's funeral 
was to be held on the following 
day and some advisers felt that the 
American people should have a 
chance to celebrate victory later 
when they were not mourning over 
death.

General MacArthur turned to me and directed immediate 
action, but, at the same time he warned that it would be

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The days from Thureday, 29 June, to Thursday, 6 July, 
do not separate themselves in my memory, and I am forced to 
discuss them as a whole, noting certain key events, 


At GM, tansion continued to mount, and people worked 
all hours of the day and night. Strongly enough, Gen Almond 
seemed least able to adapt himself to the increasing tempo. 
Sitting as he did at the outside of Generel MacArthur's office, 
he frequently found himself in the middle between the verious 
requests for information, and the dirth of reliable data pro- 
vided by the services. 

As 4 result,-Gen Almond at his Gaily conferences seemed 
exceedingly taut.

failure to accomplish some small missions as expected or our 
failure to strike a ‘target Gen Almond considered desirable, 
usually caused difficulty. 


It is interesting to note, in spite of Gen Almond'g 
directives to establish officers fran each of the services at 
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GHQ Headquarters, there was nothing even vaguely resembling a 
joint staff. GHQ is an army Staff. There is a joint plens 
committee staffed by officers of only average ability, and this 
small group represents the sole attempt of GHQ Headquarters to 
provide joint planning. The few Navy and Air Force officers 
brought in were unable in any respect to cope with the difficult 
situation which arose at the outbreak of hostilities. Gen 
Hickey was designated Chief of Staff for the responsibility of 
Korean operations to put in effect a system which worked out 
poorly, if at all. 

pouring this period, Lt Gen K. B. Wolfe arrived in the 
theater; his party consisted of Generals Fverest, Weyland, 
Penfill and AG, and Col Hicks. This gang was especially helpful 
in providing background information to show what forces could be 
available for the Korean operation, and to show at what rete the 
ouild-up might be expected. On one day when they wre here, I 
believe it was July 5, we flew to Itazuke, Ashiya and Itazuke, 
and then back to Haneda.

An 
exceedingly rough storm lay between Korea and Kyushu. I have 
no way of proving this, but fram the subsequent events, it 
would appear that the North Korean s were receiving adequate 
weather reports and somewhat the same forecasts that we were 
getting. In any event, for Teasons unknown to us, the North 
Koreans massed their trucks, 
&@8 Personnel on the roads in

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IT was anxious to get up to this areca and observe 
first-hand some of the masses of wrecked vehicles. 

Mr. Corddry and I took off early in the morning fran K-2 in 
an L=5 and reached Taejon about 0730. Unfortunately, the 
area and that to the Narth as far as I could see was closed 
in by low clouds. We cruised about for a considerable period 
and returned to Taegu where we stayed 1$ hours, The second 
sortie proved to be successful, and we were able to view 
first-hand sane of the damage. In one spot alone between 
Chochiwon and Chonan, I observed a most interesting spectacle. 
There were 13 enemy tanks stopped on a road. We flew over 
them at a low altitude and found to our surprise that the 
American Infantry was advancing in that exact spot and had 
already passed more than half of the 13 tanks. The infantry 
was in squad cclumns, and there was considerable artillery 
fire being used to support them. Around the nose of the hill 
to the south lay our own tanks and armored vehicles, From 
the air, I could see the 2 forces had met at the point of a 
wooded row, but actually the enemy tanks had been stopped 
earlier by air action. 

We landed at Taejon for a brief stop, and I gave 
specific instructions to Col Crawford to insure that the Air 
Force remained on the strip at Taejon as long as the 2hth 
Division could manage to hold on to it. Col Tarver was on 
the spot with Col Crawford, and I issued the most specific 
instructions possible. More of this later. 
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TUESDAY, July 11 
This was another day of office work, anc again, I 
forgot whet happened. 


WEINESDAY, July 12 

Evente of the preceding days led me to believe it 
would be a good idea for me to go to Yokota to visit General 
O'Donnell to make sure that he was receiving for his command 
the best support that we could give -him at Yokota. Evans 
and I flew up there in a T-33, the time of flight being 1:20 
each way. Rosie seemed to be getting plenty of support from 
us, but was greatly disturbed in the manner in which the B-29's 
were to be employed. His first operation was to take place 
the 13th. 

While in the area, I decided to visit FRAF Headquarters 
and did so, discussing matters with various members of the 
staff. One of the points which arose was the fact that an 
order hac been issued by FFAF on the llth setting up the FFAF 
Engineer Command and designating Col Erler as its CO. I was 
allergic to this arrangement, anc by talking with Gen Strate- 
meyer and with Eubank, managed to have the plan reversed, 
Later orders were issued sending the First Construction Com 
mand (Provisional) and attaching it to the Fifth air Force 
for all purposes. Col Mount, our incoming Air Installations 
Officer, was placed in command of it. An additional battalion 
headquerters and a canpany from Okinawa under Lt Col Shoemaker 
were placed in the command to augment the force already as- 
signed and enroute to K-2. This gives the Fifth Air Force 
a heavy Engineer Battalion of 2 companies and provides a 
nucleus around which additional construction forces can be 


grouped. 
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THURSIAY, July 13 

On this date, General Vandenberg visited us quite mex- 
Pectedly. We had previously been informed that Gen Vandenberg 
and Gen Collins were enroute, but their arrival came surpris- 
ingly early. General Stratemeyer, Van, Gen Fred\Es Smith, 
Rawlings and McKee as well as Col Gussendorf and Lt Col McHue 
comprised the party. at Itazuke, Gen Vandenberg presented the 
first awards put out in the Fifth Air Force. After looking at 
the long-range tanks and talking with a few of the boys, we 
took off in a C-h7 to K-2. We stayed there only briefly, and 
headed out for K-3, but found that the field was socked ing 
and we were unable to reach it. We were able to get within 
about 4 miles, but thereafter the ceiling and visibility were 
zero. We then proceeded to Ashiya where Gen Vancenberg talked 
to a few more of the people before we returned to Itazuke. We 
hac a good dinner eat our quarters, serving about 1) people. 
In order to give the party sane rest, we put them on their air- 
Plane as soon as possible, and had just closed the doar 
when I learned that Gen Collins had came ine Due toa tie-up of 
transportation, his airplane was not handy, we we managed to 
push him through the door of Gen Stratemeyer's airplane just 
before they taxied out, 


FRIMAY, July 14 
On this day, I made another trip fram Itacuke to K-2, K-5, 
K-2, K-3 and back to Itazuke, 


SATURIAY, July 15 
On this day, I made preliminary inspection of the estabe 


lishment being set up in K-2 for Fifth Air Force Headquarters. 


During the course of the trip, I ran into General Walker and 
took him back out to the field with me so that we might both

On this visit, Gen Dean looked 
much more refreshed, and I was interested to see that Gen Walker 
exhibited only slight concern regardless of the fact that the 
ground situation was constantly deteriorating. 


SUNTAY, July 16 ae 

On this morning, I flew to K-2 in ,C-47, and then proceeded 
by T-6 to K-5. Gen Dean met me there, and we discussed the 
situation, particularly with respect to the holding of Taejon. 
He seemed very anxious to have a radio control jeep which would 
constantly be at his elbow so that he might cmverse with our 
econtrol planes, and I did gona him late that afternoon the jeep 
together with a radio operator and radio maintenance man. Lt 
Bryan was chief of the party. 

I also directed 601 Crawford to send a Troop Carrier officer 
and a control jeep together with wheat other persmmnel might be 
necessary to the Taejon strip in order that we would be in a 
position to take care of any Air Force personnel landing there 
and would be ready to meet any needs that the 24th Division 
might have for air support. As a result of thie visit, every 
effort was mace to repair and fly out the B-26 which had gone 
into Taejon on a forced landing the day before. This was in- 
possible, and the eircraft was burned. Damage had been too ex- 
tensive for repeir under fire.

There were 
not just ordinary lights in windows, but looked like signal 
fires or special devices to attract attention. Generally 
speaking, they were in the areas from which roads lead to 
Taejon area. 

There was a good deal of activity northeast of Seoul in 
the Inchon area and on the roads leading fran Seoul to the 
southeast. One locomotive under steam was observed at Inchon. 

The city of Taejon wes a bomb-fire and burning fiercely 
in at least 3 places, and a forest fire to the northwest indi- 
cated that the buildings at the air strip were being destroyed. 
We were out until nearly 2 o'dock, but immedietely upon return, 
I dispatched night fighters to see if something could be done 
to halt the flow. These were to be followed by dey fighters 


who were to be cut at the crack of dawn. 


MONDAY, July 24 

On this date, I moved to Taegu and was pleased to find 
that the headquarters is shaping up rapidly. A tremendous 
amount of work has been done in rehabilitating not only the 
office space and communi cations facilities, but the quarters 
for officers and men as well. 

In reviewing the above notations, there appears to me thst 
there is a large amount of material which should be in the

A large number of senior officers have arrived, Col 
Goddard came in with Major Gmith in an effort to shap up our 
Teconnaissance and photographic program. Goddard came full 
of ideas and eQuipped with a C=54 full of film, gear and 
experts. I turned him over to Sniley anc hope to get some 
concrete results in short order. Col Kight, head of Rescue

One of the things that has been giving us trouble has been 
the gun camera Program in all its aspects, The gun camera 
program was non-existent.

The FIO business also went sour, and I was forced to 
relieve Steele.

In any event, with 
Col Crawford's concurrence, McGrath adapted the principle of 
withdrawing at night fran K-5 to K-2 and on the day on which I 
checked up on him, there was no one at K-5. This was the second 
time within a week that this had happened, and I felt that the 
Air Force had been let down. Accordingly, I directed that a 37h 
party return to K=5 and remain there as long as Gen Dean's folks 
remained on the strip.

This morning there was still no answer from the X Corts 
regarding Doctor Stearns's visit. An inquiry revealed 
that the message hed remeainec at this Headquarters four hours» 
and that it then went to Nagoya for relay to FFAF anc 
further relay to the X Corps.

He said that the area 
was dotted with camouflage revetments &nd that they were coverec 
with screen made of sacking ard on which dirt had been a@plied 
for camouflage purpose. 

Examination of the recent photography indicated that many
